Due to the close balloting by 
the public on the question, “Should 
a bond election be called on the 
proposed Chaffey auditorium,”

day uncertain what action will be 
taken concerning the proposal. 
Ballots received from more than 
1000 taxpayers in the Chaffey dis- 
trict will be officially counted at 
the board meeting tonight. It is 
understood, however, that in an 
unofficial count prior to today, a 
slight majority favored the pro- | 
posal of calling a special election. 
Bonds can be voted only on a two- | 
thirds majority. Ballots are be-| 
ing received daily. Wide interest 
has been shown in the prospect 
of the community getting a new) 
auditorium with the government | 
providing $185,000 of the total | 
cost. Personally the board mem- | 
bers are reported not to be con-) 
cerned whether the auditorium | 
is constructed. On being assured 
by government officials, however, | 
that a $185,000 sum was availa. | 
ble, the board put up the question | 
to the property owners. Total | 
cost of the proposed auditorium | 
will be approximately $400,000 = 
almost half of which would be 
paid by the federal government. 

A feature of tonight’s Chaffey | 
meeting will be opportunity for | 
the general public to give expres- | 
sion on the Eh budget of | 
expenses for 1936-37. The high | 
school budget will be considered | 
at 7:30 o'clock and the junior col-| 
lege budget at 8 o’clock. In the | 
past very few persons have been 
before the board on the budget 
figures.
